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Marriage  Ordained  By  God 

AND  the  Lord  God  said,  it  is  not  good  that  the  man  should  be  alone; 
I  will  make  him  an  help  meet  for  him."  So  the  Lord  made  woman 
and  brought  her  unto  him  —  and  he  said  further  — ■  "Therefore  shall  a 
man  leave  his  father  and  his  mother,  and  shall  cleave  unto  his  wife:  and 
they  shall  be  one  flesh.'*  (Genesis  2:18,  24.) 

The  purpose  of  marriage  is  well  defined.  In  doctrine  and  Covenants 
49:15-17  we  read,  "And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso  forbiddeth 
to  marry  is  not  ordained  of  God.  for  marriage  is  ordained  of  God  unto 
man.  Wherefore,  it  is  lawful  that  he  should  have  one  wife,  and  they 
twain  shall  be  one  flesh,  and  all  this  that  the  earth  might  answer  the  end 
of  its  creation;  and  that  it  might  be  filled  with  measure  of  man,  according 
to  his  creation  before  the  world  was  made." 

The  creation  of  man  and  woman  was  for  a  divine  purpose.  Of  our 
first  parents  we  read  —  God  blessed  them  and  God  said  unto  them,  "Be 
fruitful  and  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth."  This,  the  institution  of 
marriage,  is  God-given.  It  is  a  law  that  is  accepted  by  men  and  nations 
for  the  good  of  society.  Every  person  who  enters  the  marriage  covenant 
is  accountable  to  man  for  his  actions  and  above  all  to  that  power  which 
transcends  all  human,  understanding.  To  the  giver  of  life,  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  all  who  are  in  good  health  and  are  capable  of  having  a  family  are 
under  solemn  obligation  to  do  so.  none  are  exempt.  The  richest  expe- 
riences of  life  are  tied  up  in  the  family  relationship.  What  joys,  what 
happiness  come  to  us  when  we  think  of  home,  parents,  and  children.  We 
should  cherish  these  experiences  as  eternal  blessings. 

To  the  youth  of  the  Church,  may  we  say,  keep  your  lives  sweet  and 
wholesome  so  when  the  time  comes  to  enter  the  marriage  union  you  will 
be  worthy  of  celestial  marriage.  God  intended  marriage  to  last  eternally. 

To  this  may  we  add  the  words  of  President  Hugh  B.  Brown  of  the 
First  Presidency: 

"To  us  the  marriage  covenant  is  sacred  and  when  solemnized  by  pro- 
per authority  it  is  known  as  Celestial  or  eternal  marriage.  As  God  is  love 
and  is  eternal,  so  love  is  eternal.  The  family  relationship  is  intended  to  be 
a  continuing  association  throughout  eternity.  We  believe  with  Keats  in 
'the  holiness  of  the  heart's  affections.'  We  deplore  the  ever-increasing  rate 
of  divorce  in  our  country. 

Each  eternal  or  Celestial  marriage  is  solemnized  by  one  of  the  general 
authorities  or  others  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
Church,  who,  as  we  believe,  holds  the  same  authority  as  was  conferred 
upon,  Peter  by  the  Saviour  when  he  said:  'And  I  will  give  unto  thee  the 
keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall 
be  loosed  in  heaven.'  —  Matthew  16:19. 

Such  marriages  must  be  performed  in  temples  and  only  worthy  mem- 
bers, i.e.  those  who  live  up  to  the  standards  of  the  Church,  are  permitted 
to  enter." 

We  are  partners  with   God  and   need  his  blessings  in  the  rearing  of 

families.   Daily  worship   in   the   home  is  a   sound   principle.   Kindness  to 

each  and  the  little  courtesies  of  respect  for  one  another  will  assure  us  of 
divine  benedictions. 

May  the  Lord  bless  each  of  us  in  this  important  commandment  as 
parents  and  as  children,  that  we  may  fulfill  the  fullness  of  our  creation.

The  Sacred   Triangle

|  HAVE  been  coming  to  these 
-*-  conferences  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  for  seven 
years  now.  except  when  I  have  been 
absent  in  the  islands  of  the  sea.  I 
enjoy  immensely  these  meetings,  but 
this  is  always  a  frightening  expe- 
rience for  me.  I  ask  for  your  faith 
and  prayers  while  I  occupy  your 
time. 

1  listened  to  the  sermon  which 
Brother  Stayner  Richards  addressed 
to  me  this  morning,  and  I  want  him 
to  know  that  it  cost  me  ten  dollars 
during  the  noon  hour  when  I  went 
to  buy  my  wife  some  flowers.  I 
do  want  to  thank  him  for  not  sug- 
gesting mink  coats.  I  want  to  say 
in  all  seriousness  that  the  woman 
God  gave  to  me  is  worth  a  mink 
coat,  worth  more  than  anything 
Brother  Richards  could  ever  suggest. 

When  President  McKay  said  that 
the  experience  he  had  during  his 
recent  visit  to  Wales  as  he  stood  at 
the  side  of  his  wife  in  the  room 
where  his  sainted  mother  was  born 
was  a  personal  experience  and  was 
not  of  general  importance  to  us,  I 
thought  how  wrong  he  was!  That 
is  an  important  experience  to  all 
of  us,  my  brothers  and  sisters.  What 
a  beautiful  sermon,  his  standing  at 
the  side  of  his  wife,  where  he  has 
stood  for  lo !  these  many  years,  and 
at  the  birthplace  of  his  mother,  who 
also  stood  at  the  side  of  her  compa- 
nion for  many  years!  There  flashed 
in  my  mind  when  he  briefly  related 
that  experience,  the  symbol  which  is 
over  the  long  narrow  window  on 
the  east  and  west  end  of  our  great 
temple,  the  symbol  of  the  clasped 
hands.  How  important  that  symbol 
is  in  the  lives  of  all  of  us!  We  men 
of    the    priesthood    who    have    knelt 
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at  the  sacred  altar  and  on,  that  altar  clasped  the  hands  of  a  sainted  com- 
panion have  entered  an  eternal  triangle,  not  a  companionship  of  two, 
but  of  three  —  the  husband,  the  wife,  and  God  —  the  most  sacred  triangle 
of  which  man  and  woman  may  become  a  part. 

But  my  heart  sinks  in  despair  when  I  witness  so  many  who  have  and 
are  now  withdrawing  their  hands  from  that  sacred  grip.  They  don't  do 
that  until  they  first  divorce  God  from  that  triangle,  and  after  divorcing 
God,  it  is  practically  impossible  for  them  to  stay  together  side  by  side.  We 
pledge  eternal  fidelity  to  one  another  as  we  kneel  at  the  sacred  altar,  and 
the  words  we  hear  are  not  "until  death  do  you  part,"  nor  "for  as  long  as 
you  both  shall  live,"  but  "for  time  and  for  all  eternity." 

There  came  into  my  office  within  the  past  week  a  sister  who  said 
she  had  divorced  her  husband  whom  she  had  married  in  this  Holy  House; 
the  handclasp  had  been  severed.  I  said,  "What  are  the  grounds?"  She  said, 
"Drunkenness.  I  have  been  living  with  a  drunken  swine."  I  said,  maybe 
without  thinking,  "Sister,  don't  you  know  that  only  God  and  women  can 
make  men  of  swine,  can  make  men  of  beasts?"  I  said,  "Now,  your  com- 
panion is  no  longer  your  husband  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  but  now  he  is 
your  brother,  and  there  is  no  law  under  heaven  which  can  destroy  that 
relationship.  Now,  work  with  him  as  your  brother,  and  I  have  suggestions 
which  may  help  you." 

I  expect  her  to  come  back.  I  still  know  that  the  influence  of  that 
woman  will  lead  her  husband  into  sobriety,  and  under  the  goodness  and 
mercy  of  God  there  will  return  the  clasp  of  the  hand. 

Brother  Lee  referred  this  morning  to  the  Alcoholics  Anonymous. 
That  is  an  organization  in  which  I  am  keenly  interested.  Only  recently 
while  attending  one  of  their  meetings,  I  heard  a  man  stand  up  and  bear 
a  testimony  which  I  will  never  forget.  Members  of  many  religious  deno- 
minations were  there,  but  these  men  and  woman  are  all  of  one  mind  and 
purpose,  and  that  is  to  stay  aboard  the  raft  of  sobriety  by  helping  one 
another.  And  I  heard  this  man  say,  "Five  years  ago  I  was  a  drunken  sot. 
I  was  in  the  gutter.  Then  I  met  some  of  you  men,  and  I  haven't  had  a 
drink  since.  My  wife  had  divorced  me.  She  had  the  custody  of  the  children. 
The  court  awarded  her  everything  I  had,  which  wasn't  much,  but  she  was 
entitled  to  it.  "Now",  he  said,  "I  have  my  wife  back.  I  have  my  children 
back.  I  have  converted  my  wife  to  the  Church.  Last  week  I  was  ordained 
an  elder,  and  the  bishop  said,  'Bill,  one  year  from  now  you  can  take  your 
wife  and  those  children  to  the  temple  of  God  and  be  sealed  for  all  eter- 
nity." 

I  anticipate  in  supreme  joy  the  experience  they  are  going  to  have, 
kneeling  together,  with  their  hands  clasped,  and  the  hands  of  their  children 
upon  their  hands,  the  children  being  brought  within  that  sacred  triangle, 
the  man,  the  woman,  and  God,  and  all  being  sealed  to  each  other  for 
all  eternity. 

Yes,  sisters,  you  can  make  men  of  us  beasts.  And,  brethren,  do  not 
withdraw  your  hand  from  the  sacred  clasp,  especially  at  a  time  when 
your  companion  needs  you  most.  Sisters  generally  do  not  withdraw  their 
hands.  I  thank  God  that  when  my  hand  maybe  has  tended  to  slip  away, 
that  the  grip  of  my  companion  has  been  as  strong  as  bands  of  steel,  and 
I  have  been  held  at  her  side. 

I  was  in  a  home  recently  in  one  of  our  stakes  where  a  man  was  lying 
upon  his  bed.  The  only  parts  of  his  body  that  he  could  move  were  his 
eyes  and  his  tongue.  He  could  speak,  and  he  could  see,  but  that  was  all; 
no  life  in  his  arms;  no  life  in  his  legs.  The  home  was  immaculate;  his 
bed  linen  was  immaculate;  he  was  immaculate.  Maybe  there  was  no  life  in 
his  hands,  but  his  companion  held  that  hand  in  a  grasp  as  strong  as  life 
itself.    She   did   not   forsake  him   in   his  hour  of   need.   The  clasp  of  the 
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hand,  brothers  and  sisters  it  has  meaning!  And  when  you  are  away  from 
one  another,  if  you  do  not  feel  a  spiritual  grasp  stronger  than  the  physi- 
cal, rush  back  to  one  another  as  quickly  as  you  can.  You  know  true  love 
is  not  looking  at  each  other  in  one  of  those  old  fashioned  loveseats  - 
looking  into  each  other's  eyes.  That  is  not  genuine  love.  True  love  is  that 
love  which  comes  into  your  heart  and  motivates  your  life  when  \ou  arise 
from  the  altar  and  both  of  you  look  in  the  same  direction,  down  through 
eternity.  That  is  true  love,  where  both  are  looking  in  the  same  direction. 

The  Moari  in  referring  to  his  wife  says:   "Taku  hoa  wahinc." 

That  means.  "My  companion  wife."  The  wife,  in  speaking  of  her 
husband,  says.  "Taku  hoa  lane."  "My  companion  husband."  I  like  that  a 
little  better  than  just  saying  "My  wife,"  or  "My  husband."  "My  companion 
wife,"  "my  companion  husband!"  Companionship  implies  a  oneness  of 
direction,  right  down  through  eternity. 

I  see  in  this  congregation  men  who  are  here,  maybe  not  many  of  you. 
but  1  know  some  of  you,  and  you  are  here  today  because  sometime  in  the 
past  when  your  hand  was  slipping  away,  and  a  little  finger  maybe  was 
loosened  from  the  clasp,  there  came  a  grip  from  your  companion  wife 
which  held  you  firm.  Eternal  fidelity,  brothers  and  sisters.  I  thank  God 
for  it.  I  thank  God  for  a  hand  which  will  always  reach  out  and  grasp 
mine. 

I  go  about  the  Church,  and  I  hear  my  name  read  out  as  one  of  the 
Authorities  of  the  Church,  and  hands  are  raised  to  sustain  me.  but  I  say 
within  myself.  "My  companion  wife  is  being  sustained,  and  that's  the 
reason  I  am  being  sustained." 

Thank  you.  President  McKay,  for  that  beautiful  picture  of  you  and 
your  wife,  side  by  side,  touching  each  other's  hands  in  the  room  where 
your  sainted  mother  was  born. 

When  I  was  in  New  Zealand  as  mission  president.  I  went  around  visit- 
ing the  people.  Those  natives  have  great  memories.  They  would  quote  from 
the  sermons  former  mission  presidents,  but  there  had  been  one  president 
out  there  whom  they  did  not  quote,  and  yet  he  preached  to  those  people 
the  most  beautiful  sermon  they  had  ever  witnessed.  Wherever  I  would 
go  and  we  would  refer  to  that  grand  man.  the  natives  would  say.  "He 
was  always  holding  hands  with  his  wife."  When  they  would  sit  down  to- 
gether at  the  table,  or  whenever  they  were  walking  or  sitting  side  by 
side,  their  hands  would  just  naturally  be  extended  toward  each  other,  and 
they  would  hold  hands.  Truly  that  was  one  of  the  greatest  sermons  ever 
delivered  in  the  history  of  the  New  Zealand  Mission,  the  sacred  clasp  of 
the  hands  of  the  man  and  the  woman. 

I  thank  God  for  your  devotion,  for  your  loyalty,  brothers  and  sisters, 
to  one  another.  I  thank  God  for  the  youth  about  whom  Bishop  Buehner 
has  spoken.  I  have  seen  them  come  into  the  temple,  a  young  man  and  a 
young  woman,  to  be  sealed  and  to  clasp  their  hands  with  a  pledge  of 
eternal  fidelity,  but  their  own  fathers  and  mothers  couldn't  come  inside  the 
little  gate  on  Main  Street.  Yes,  brothers  and  sisters,  in  many  cases  the 
youth  are  our  examples,  the  youth  are  building  up  the  power  of  the  king- 
dom, and  that  type  of  youth  will  never  be  satisfied  until  they  can  come 
through  that  temple  gate,  holding  the  hands  of  their  mothers  and  their 
fathers,  and  all  can  be  sealed  in  the  eternal  triangle  of  God.  the  man. 
and  the  woman. 

1  thank  God  for  the  clasp  of  the  hand.  I  thank  God  for  the  symbol  of 
the  handclasp,  with  all  of  its  eternal  significance.  God  grant  that  I  may 
always  have  the  strength  to  grasp  the  hand  of  my  companion  wife  and  that 
she  will  always  have  the  strength  to  hold  my  hand  as  if  it  were  in  a  vice. 
God  bless  her  with  that  strength.  I  pra\  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

Some  Thoughts 
on  Leadership

I3EOPLE,  as  the  popular  record  has  it,  come  in  all  sizes,  shapes  and  co- 
-*-  lours.  Besides  varying  in  size,  shape  and  colour,  people  also  vary  in 
aptitude,  personality  and  ability.  The  human  race  presents  us  with  an 
endless  diversity  of  interesting  personalities. 

It  is  convenient  to  group  certain  types  of  personalities  together  and  to 
give  each  group  a  name.  Thus,  we  are  all  familiar  with  "extroverts',  'intro- 
verts', 'optimists',  'leches'  and  'gossips.'  The  members  of  some  groups  are 
found  everywhere;  there  are  a  great  many  optimists,  extroverts  and  gos- 
sips. Some  other  groups  have  a  more  exclusive  membership;  we  find  few 
intellectuals,  few  philanthropists  and  not  many  idealists. 

Some  of  these  personality  groups  are  of  vital  interest  to  us  in  the 
Church.  One  of  them  has  a  very  exclusive  and  limited  membership.  The 
members  of  this  group  are  called  leaders.  More  numerous  are  the  fol- 
lowers, and  in  between  the  two  groups  is  a  third  nondescript  group  who 
are  neither  leaders  nor  followers.  Those  who  belong  to  this  group  have  not 
the  intelligence,  aptitude  or  training  to  lead,  nor  the  good  sense  to  follow 
those  who  have.  They  spend  their  time  finding  fault  with  those  who  lead 
and  despising  those  who  follow. 

A  leader  is  a  rare  commodity.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  leadership  is 
the  biggest  single  growth  factor  in  any  organization.  Where  there  is 
leadership  there  will  be  growth,  even  where  a  few  elements  are  lacking. 

Leadership  is  that  quality  that  successfully  combines  and  co-ordinates 
all  the  other  factors  in  an  organization.  Taking  the  MIA  as  an  example, 
the  leader  must  effectively  combine  several  elements  if  he  is  to  give  the 
youth  what  they  are  entitled  to.  The  leaders'  raw  materials  are  the  pro- 
gramme outlined  in  the  manuals,  the  chapel  or  other  meeting  place,  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  the  MIA  and  the  youth  of  the  branch.  Until  these 
raw  ingredients  are  skilfully  combined  there  is  no  Mutual.  The  finest 
youth  in  the  world  do  not  make  an  MIA  if  you  can't  bring  them  into 
contact  with  your  Mutual  officers.  The  best  of  Mutual  teachers  are  use- 
less until  they  have  someone  to  teach,  to  guide  and  inspire. 

A  common  error  made  by  people  in  positions  of  leadership  is  their 
thinking  that  leadership  is  something  passive,  an  attitude  of  mind  or  a 
type  of  personality.  They  think  that  you  simply  put  a  few  things  together 
—  branch  members,  branch  officers,  and  a  programme  —  and  "hy  presto" 
you  have  a  successful  church  organization.  After  a  few  months  in  office 
such  people  become  disillusioned,  discouraged  and  despondent  and  throw 
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in  the  towel  at  the  slightest  provocation.  Leadership  is  not  passive,  it  is 
dynamic,  energetic,  enthusiastic.  It  is  not  an  attitude  of  mind.  It  is  a  phy- 
sical, mental  and  spiritual  action  —  not  any  action,  but  a  special  kind, 
the  kind  that  enthuses  and  enlivens  others;  the  type  that  gets  people  work 
ing  together  rather  than  against  each  other;  the  type  that  makes  those  who 
feci  its  influence  want  to  work  harder  and  longer  and  makes  them  take 
B   pride   in  their  work. 

Like  most  other  things  leadership  can  be  learned,  but  again  like  all 
other  things  it  cannot  be  learned  quickly.  Those  who  think  that  reading 
one  or  two  books  on  leadership  makes  them  leaders  are  mistaken.  It  takes 
a  long  time  to  become  a  leader.  Not  six  months  or  a  year,  but  several 
years  at  least.  Few  leaders  are  young  people;  this  is  because  it  takes  so 
long  to  learn  the  art  of  leadership.  It  takes  the  mature  musician  many 
years  to  earn  his  title,  so  also  does  it  take  a  long  time  for  a  man  to  earn 
the   title  of  leader. 

It  lakes  a  long  lime  to  become  a  leader,  but  is  that  all  there  is  to  it 
five  or  ten  years  of  waiting?  You  know  the  answer  to  that.  Twenty  yean 
of  waiting  won't  make  a  person  anything  but  older.  Something  must  be 
done  during  this  time.  We  are  to  work.  The  harder  we  work  the  quicker 
we  shall  become  leaders.  And  so  the  idea  of  leadership  begins  to  emerge 
Leadership  is  something  dynamic,  powerful,  restless,  that  enthuses  those 
who  feel  it,  makes  them  want  to  work  harder.  It  is  something,  however 
that  comes  only  after  many  years  of  hard  work. 

Yet  there  is  something  lacking.  We  all  know  people  who  have 
worked  very  hard  all  their  lives,  and  yet  are  not  leaders.  The  reason  is 
that  the  individual  concerned  has  done  the  wrong  kind  of  work.  Tighten- 
ing up  bolts  on  an  assembly  line  or  digging  up  pavements  never  by  them- 
selves make  leaders.  Any  kind  of  work  can  contribute  toward  making  a 
man  a  leader,  but  it  must  be  accompanied  by  some  very  special  kinds  of 
work  before  it  results  in  leadership  qualities. 

The  leader  must  understand  human  nature.  He  has  to  lead  others,  gel 
them  to  do  what  he  wants  them  to  do  and  to  achieve  this  he  must  under- 
stand the  way  people  think,  the  way  in  which  they  react  to  certain  situa- 
tions, what  makes  them  happy  and  what  annoys  and  irritates  them.  Some 
aquire  this  knowledge  by  formal  study,  by  the  reading  of  text  books  or  by 
undertaking  a  course  in  psychology  at  university.  Others  acquire  it  through 
years  of  shrewd  and  objective  observation  of  their  fellow-men.  Whatever 
method  is  used,  it  is  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  and  something  that  can- 
not be  achieved  in  as  short  a  time  as  a  year  or  two. 

The  leader  must  know  something  about  organization.  How  does  this 
group  of  people  work  best?  When  each  man  works  independently  and  on 
his  own  or  when  a  leader  is  chosen  to  direct  the  activities  of  the  group? 
How  big  should  a  dance  committee  be  —  one  person,  three  persons,  six 
persons?  These  are  questions  of  organization  that  leaders  must  solve. 
Coming  to  know  something  about  organization  is  —  you  guessed  it 
hard  work.  You  can  learn  about  it  at  university  or  again  you  can  learn 
about  it  by  years  of  careful  observation.  Either  way  it's  a  lot  of  sweat 
and  tears. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  make  our  point  clear;  leaders  don't  just 
happen.  The  gap  between  the  follower  and  the  leader  is  not  bridged  in  one 
mighty  leap,  by  furiously  reading  a  book  written  by  some  expert,  by  sud- 
denly bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm  and  dashing  from  here  to  there,  pre- 
siding first  at  this  meeting  and  even  at  the  next.  The  follower  becomes  the 
leader  slowly,  imperceptibly,  painfully,  often  leaving  a  string  of  failures 
in  his  wake  and  nursing  many  a  tired  muscle  and  aching  mind. 

Time  and  failures,  aching  muscles  and  tired  minds  do  not  always 
make  leaders,  but  they  always  make  better  men. 
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An    Eternal 
Companion

J"  OVE  is  an  eternal  principle  and  every  person  born  into  this  mortal 
-■-^  existence  is  therefore  endowed  with  the  ability  to  love;  and  nowhere, 
in  this  life,  is  this  virtue  more  beautifully  expressed  than  in  the  love  that 
exists  between  faithful  husband  and  wife.  ".  .  .  neither  is  the  man  without 
the  woman,  neither  the  woman  without  the  man,  in  the  Lord."  And  in  our 
own  time  it  was  revealed  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  such  great 
plainness: 

".  .  .  Whoso  forbiddeth  to  marry  is  not  ordained  of  God,  for  marriage 
is  ordained  of  God  unto  man.  Wherefore,  it  is  lawful  that  he  should  have 
one  wife,  and  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh,  and  all  this  that  the  earth 
might  answer  the  end  of  its  creation."    (Doctrine  and  Covenants  49:15-16.) 

As  we  can  see  from  the  above  quoted  scripture  it  is  "ordained  of 
God"  that  every  young  man  and  woman  have  a  desire  to  get  married. 
As  we  can  also  see,  those  who  fail  to  comply  with  this  commandment  are 
not  "ordained  of  God".  The  choosing  then  of  this  person  should  be  of 
utmost  importance.  May  I  submit,  in  fact,  that  to  we  as  members  of  the 
Church,  it  is  the  most  important  decision  we  will  be  required  to  make  in 
this  life;  for  it  will  affect  every  facet  of  our  activity  not  only  for  time, 
but  for  eternity  as  well. 

I  would  like  to  give  to  the  young  people  of  this  great  mission  a  few 
of  my  own  thoughts  on  what  I,  as  a  young  man  think  young  people 
should  look  for  as  they  contemplate  their  choice  of  an  Eternal  Com- 
panion. For  obvious  reasons,  I  am  going  to  look  at  this  from  a  young 
man's  point  of  view.  Also,  since  I  have  not  yet  had  the  opportunity  to 
make  this  choice  for  myself,  I  am  going  to  refer  to  the  young  lady  that 
we  are  looking  for  as  our  "Dream  Girl";  but  I  would  like  to  mention  that 
I  am  sure  that  this  choice  is  going  to  entail  a  great  deal  more  than  just 
dreaming. 

First  of  all  our  "Dream  Girl"  will  have  had  the  opportunity  of  learn- 
ing the  social  graces,  of  participating  in  the  many  joys  that  come  with 
the  teenage  years,  and  of  preparing  herself  for  the  future  through  her 
activity  and  association  with  many  other  young  people  her  age.  In  other 
words,  she  is  not  going  to  be  a  girl  that  was  some  other  guy's  "steady" 
during  those  formative  years.  She  will  have  had  the  experience  of  dating 
different  fellows,  and  of  participating  in  group  activities  which  will  to 
much  better  prepare  her  to  make  her  choice  when  the  time  comes. 

Remember  also,  our  "Dream  Girl"  is  not  only  going  to  be  our 
sweetheart,  but  she  is  going  to  be  the  mother  of  our  children  as  well. 
She  will  have  learned  early  to  cherish  above  life  itself  that  which  is  most 
precious  and  dear  above  all  else  —  her  chastity  and  virtue;  for  she  will 
be    the    life-line    and    the    co-creator   with    God    himself    in    clothing    our 
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spiritual   brothers  and  sisters  in   mortal   bodies.   Is  not  that   heritage  worth 
any  sacrifice  that  may  be  necessary? 

In  our  search  I  think  it  would  be  a  wise  thing  to  notice  how  she 
treats  her  parents  and  her  family.  I  can't  think  of  a  much  better  indica- 
tion of  how  she  will  treat  us  and  our  children.  In  this  part  of  our  search 
we  will  also  discover  —  if  our  "Dream  Girl"  was  privileged  to  be  born 
into  an  LDS  home  —  how  she  has  learned  the  principles  of  the  gospel 
which  will  be  such  an  aid  as  she  accepts  the  role  of  motherhood  and  begins 
to  teach  these  same  principles  to  her  own  children.  We  will  observe  how 
she  honours  and  respects  the  priesthood  —  the  power  of  God  upon  the 
earth. 

It  might  be  well  to  mention  here,  that  even  though  the  first  place 
we  should  look  for  our  "Dream  Girl"  is  in  an  LDS  family,  we  also 
realize  that  here  in  this  mission  many  of  our  associates  as  well  as  man> 
of  the  young  ladies  we  date  may  not  be  of  our  faith.  We  must  keep  in 
mind,  however,  that  the  Lord  has  prepared  a  way  for  us  to  carry  out 
every  commandment  that  he  has  given  us  —  and  Eternal  Marriage  is  no 
exception.  For  this  reason,  and  in  His  great  wisdom.  He  has  sent  man\ 
valiant  spirits  to  this  land  —  I'm  speaking  of  you  —  and  has  placed  upon 
them  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that  their  "Dream  Girls"  become  mem- 
bers of  His  kingdom  —  before  marriage.  The  Lord  will  guide  us  in  this, 
the  most  important  decision  of  our  lives.  We  must  remember  to  seek  His 
counsel  and  guidance  at  every  opportunity.  In  short,  we  will  make  certain 
that  our  "Dream  Girl"  has  a  personal  testimony  of  the  restored  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  should  be  wise  to  find  a  girl  who  has  taken  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  of  education  that  has  been  afforded  her.  Whether  it  comes 
in  the  form  of  a  high  school  and  university  degree  or  in  the  acquired 
knowledge  of  how  to  make  a  dress  or  bake  a  loaf  of  bread  taught  in  the 
home  by  her  mother. 

She  will  recognize  that  it  took  her  parents  many  years  to  arrive  at 
that  comfortable  stage  and  she  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to  develop 
the  "oneness"  that  will  come  through  struggling  together  during  those  first 
happy  and  productive  years  of  married  life. 

The  next  step  that  I  want  to  mention  in  choosing  our  Eternal  Com- 
panion is  probably  the  most  important  of  all.  It  is  simply  this;  we  must 
prepare  ourselves  to  be  qualified  for  marriage  as  we  expect  the  "Dream 
Girl"  for  whom  we  are  searching  to  be.  In  other  words,  we  must  not 
expect  more  from  her  than  we  are  willing  to  offer  to  her.  Marriage  is  not 
a  50-50  proposition.  Both  partners  must  be  willing  to  give  1009f  There  is 
no  double  standard  in  the  Church.  As  the  words  of  our  present  day  pro- 
phet so  beautifully  expressed  it : 

"The  bridegroom  kneeling  at  the  altar  has  in  his  heart  the  dearest 
possession  that  a  husband  can  cherish  —  the  assurance  that  she  who 
places  her  hand  in  his,  in  confidence,  in  marriage,  is  as  pure  as  a  sun- 
beam .  .  . 

"Equally  sublime  is  the  assurance  the  young  girl  has  that  the  man 
whom  she  loves,  to  whom  she  gives  herself  in  marriage,  comes  to  her  with 
that  same  purity  and  strength  of  character  which  she  brings  to  him.  Such 
a  union  will  indeed  be  a  marriage  ordained  of  God  for  glory  of  His  crea- 
tion." 

Yes,  youth  of  the  Church,  "Where  much  is  given,  much  is  required." 
We  do  not  seek  happiness  in  this  life  alone  —  our  "Dream  Girl"  is  going 
to  be  ours  for  Eternity!

TEMPLES 


"T>EHOLD,  I  will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  coming  of 
-*-*  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  : 

And  he  shall  turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the 
heart  of  the  children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the  earth  with 
a  curse."    (Malachi  4:5-6.) 

Among  the  numerous  sects  and  churches  of  the  present  day,  the 
Latter-day  Saints  are  distinguished  as  builders  of  Temples.  In  this  respect 
they  resemble  Israel  of  olden  time.  It  is  not  surprising  that  great  and 
wide-spread  interest  is  manifest  respecting  this  peculiarity  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  nor  that  questions  are  continually 
arising  as  to  the  purpose  and  motive  behind  this  great  labour,  and  the 
nature  of  the  ordinances  administered  in  these  modern  Houses  of  the 
Lord. 

These  Temples  are  built  with  the  specific  purpose  in  mind  of  allowing 
those  who  are  worthy  to  partake  in  the  various  ordinances  and  covenants 
that  are  necessary  to  return  to  the  presence  of  God.  Not  only  are  these 
Temples  necessary  for  us  who  are  still  living  upon  the  earth,  but  they 
are  also  necessary  for  those  of  our  loved  ones  and  ancestors  who  have 
passed  on  before  us. 

The  Church  has  a  vast  and  comprehensive  genealogy  programme  to 
allow  us  to  seek  out  our  kindred  dead  and  give  them  the  very  same  oppor- 
tunity of  partaking  in  these  ordinances  and  covenants  that  we  have  had 
the  privilege  of  doing. 

In  this  sense,  the  words  of  the  early  day  prophet  Malachi  have  come 
to  pass  in  these,  the  latter  days. 

To  the  present  day,  the  Church  has  built  fifteen  temples  throughout 
the  world,  of  which  thirteen  are  now  in  use.  The  first  temple  which  was 
built  in  the  latter  days  was  in  Kirtland.  Ohio.  The  Lord  fulfilled  His 
promise  mentioned  in  Malachi  3  : 1  by  accepting  the  Temple  on  April  3, 
1836.  'The  occasion  was  that  of  a  Sabbath  day  meeting.  The  Prophet 
prefaces  his  record  of  the  manifestations  with  these  words :  In  the  after- 
noon, I  assisted  the  other  presidents  in  distributing  the  Lord's  Supper  to 
the  Church,  receiving  it  from  the  Twelve,  whose  privilege  it  was  to  offi- 
ciate at  the  sacred  desk  this  day.  After  having  performed  this  service  to 
my  brethren,  I  retired  to  the  pulpit,  the  veils  being  dropped,  and  bowed 
myself,  with  Oliver  Cowdery,  in  solemn  and  silent  prayer.  After  rising  from 
prayer,  the  following  vision  was  opened  to  both  of  us. 

The  veil  was  taken  from  our  minds,  and  the  eyes  of  our  understanding 
were  opened. 

We  saw  the  Lord  standing  upon  the  breastwork  of  the  pulpit,  before 
us;  and  under  his  feet  was  a  paved  work  of  pure  gold,  in  colour  like 
amber. 

His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire;  the  hair  of  his  head  was  white  like 
the  pure  snow;  his  countenance  shone  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun; 
and  his  voice  was  as  the  sound  of  the  rushing  of  great  waters,  even  the 
voice  of  Jehovah,  saying  : 

I  am  the  first  and  the  last;  I  am  he  who  liveth,  I  am  he  who  was 
slain;  I  am  your  advocate  with  the  Father. 

Behold,  your  sins  are  forgiven  you;  you  are  clean  before  me;  there- 
fore, lift  up  your  heads  and  rejoice. 

Let  the  hearts  of  your  brethren  rejoice,  and  let  the  hearts  of  all  my 
people  rejoice,  who  have  with  their  might,  built  this  house  to  my  name. 
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I  or  behold,   I   have  accepted  this  house,  and  my   name  shall   be  here 
and    I   will  manifest  myself  to  my  people  in   mercy  in  this  house 

Yea.  I  will  appear  unto  my  servants,  and  speak  unto  them  with  mine 
own  voice,  if  m\  people  will  keep  my  commandments,  and  do  not  pollute 
this  holy  house. 

Yea.  the  hearts  of  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  shall  greatly  re- 
joice in  consequence  of  the  blessings  which  shall  be  poured  out.  and  the 
endowment  with  which  my  servants  have  been  endowed  in  this  house. 

And  the  fame  of  this  house  shall  spread  to  foreign  lands;  and  this 
is  the  beginning  of  the  blessing  which  shall  be  poured  out  upon  the  heads 
of  my  people.  Even  so.    Amen. 

After  this  vision  closed,  the  heavens  were  again  opened  unto  us:  and 
Moses  appeared  before  us.  and  committed  unto  us  the  keys  of  the  gather- 
ing of  Israel  from  the  four  parts  of  the  earth,  and  the  leading  of  the 
ten  tribes  from  the  land  of  the  north. 

After  this,  Elias  appeared,  and  committed  the  dispensation  of  the 
gospel  of  Abraham,  saying  that  in  us  and  our  seed  all  generations  after 
us  should  be  blessed. 

After  this  vision  had  closed,  another  great  and  glorious  vision  burst 
upon  us;  for  Elijah  the  prophet,  who  was  taken  to  heaven  without  tasting 
death,  stood  before  us.  and  said  : 

Behold,  the  time  has  fully  come,  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  mouth 
of  Malachi  —  testifying  that  he  (Elijah)  should  be  sent,  before  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  come  — 

To  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  children 
to  the  fathers,  lest  the  whole  earth  be  smitten  with  a  curse  - 

Therefore,  the  keys  of  this  dispensation  are  committed  into  your 
hands;  and  by  this  ye  may  know  that  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the 
Lord  is  near,  even  at  the  doors."     (Doctrine  and  Covenants   110.) 

With  this  great  and  glorious  revelation  and  manifestation,  the  begin- 
ning of  Temple  work  was  opened  in  this  dispensation  of  the  Fullness  of 
Times.  With  this,  comes  the  opportunities  and  blessings  of  the  endowment 
—  for  us  and  our  kindred  dead.  Now,  we  have  the  right  and  authority  to 
seal  marriages  for  time  as  well  as  for  eternity.  The  unexpressible  feeling 
of  happiness  to  know  that  we  will  be  with  our  families  and  loved  ones 
in  the  hereafter  is  truly  one  of  deep  satisfaction.  We  have  the  right  and 
privilege  of  being  baptised  for  those  of  our  ancestors  who  never  had  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  and  accepting  the  true  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Today  the  Church  has  a  living  prophet  at  the  head,  who  receiver 
daily  revelation  from  the  same  Father  and  Son  that  spoke  to  Joseph  Smith 
in  the  grove  of  trees  some  one  hundred  and  forty-six  years  ago.  Indeed, 
the  blessings  that  can  come  through  doing  genealogy  and  temple  work 
are  the  greatest  blessings   that  God  can  bestow    upon  mortal  man. 

"Behold,  I  will  reveal  unto  you  the  Priesthood,  by  the  hand  of  Elijah 
the  prophet,  before  the  coming  of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord. 

And  he  shall  plant  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  the  promises  made 
to  the  fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  children  shall  turn  to  their  fathers. 

If  it  were  not  so,  the  whole  earth  would  be  utterly  wasted  at  his 
coming."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  2.)

,N  July  4.  1966.  Sister  Patricia  Louisa  Pyle 
boarded  the  plane  at  Jan  Smuts  Airport, 
bound  for  Amsterdam,  Holland,  to  become  the 
first  South  African  Lady  Missionary  to  serve 
overseas.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  South  African 
Mission  in  1853,  no  lady  missionary  has  been 
called  to  serve  outside  of  the  country.  With  this 
historical  departing  will  come  the  ushering  in 
of  a  new  era  of  missionaries  being  called  from  the 
South  African  Mission.  Missionaries  are  being 
called  quite  regularly  now  from  our  mission,  and  thus  many  new  and 
great  things  will  happen  in  South  Africa. 

Sister  Pyle  was  called  from  the  Ramah  I  Branch  in  Johannesburg.  A 
great  test  of  faith  and  courage  has  been  shown,  as  Sister  Pyle  will  be  self- 
supporting.  She  has  been  a  member  of  the  Church  since  March  of  1965, 
when  she  was  baptized  and  confirmed  by  President  George  Sanuel,  presi- 
dent of  the  Ramah  I  Branch.  Sister  Pyle  has  been  residing  with  the  Samuel 
family  for  several  months. 

Sister  Pyle  was  called  to  the  Netherlands  Mission  for  a  period  of  two 
years.  Knowing  that  ".  .  .  the  worth  of  souls  is  great  in  the  sight  of  God", 
Sister  Pyle  will  add  her  part  to  the  building  up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God 
on  the  earth.

A  member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  Apostles 

A  NATIVE  of  Arizona.  Elder  Delbert  L.  Stapley  was  a  prominent  busi- 
ness, community  and  religious  leader  in  the  Phoenix  area  until  he 
was  named  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  in  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  on  October  5,  1950. 

He  was  born  December  11.  1896.  in  Mesa.  Arizona,  a  son  of  Orley 
Seymour  and  Polly  May  Hunsaker  Stapley.  As  a  young  man  he  was  a 
missionary  in  the  Southern  States  Mission  from  1915  to  1917.  and  served 
in  the  U.S.  Marines  in  World  War  I.  For  over  nine  years  after  that  war 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Arizona  National  Guard,  in  which  he  held  the 
rank  of  major. 

He  is  president  of  a  family  firm,  The  O.S.  Stapley  Company,  which 
operates  several  hardware  and  implement  businesses  in  Arizona.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  a  director  of  Z.C.M.I.  Department 
Store,  a  director  of  the  Mountain  States  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  one  of  its  Utah  advisers.  He  is  director  of  Zion's  First  National  Bank, 
and  a  Trust  Committee  member,  all  in  Utah;  and  a  director  of  the  Valley 
National   Insurance  Company  of  Phoenix.  Arizona. 

He  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Brigham  Young  University  and  the  Church  Board  of  Education. 

In  community  service,  too.  he  has  held  many  important  positions.  He 
is  past  president  of  the  Phoenix  Lions  Club  and  the  Phoenix  Better  Business 
Bureau.  For  a  four-year  term,  from  1921-24.  he  was  a  member  of  the  Mesa 
City  Council,  and  was  active  in  the  Phoenix  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
other  Arizona  groups. 

An  ardent  leader  of  youth,  Elder  Stapley  served  two  terms  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Roosevelt  Council.  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  He  is  now  a  member 
of  the  executive  committees  of  Region  12  and  a  member  of  the  National 
Advisory  Board  Committee.  For  his  outstanding  contributions  to  youth,  he 
has  received  the  coveted  Silver  Beaver.  Silver  Antelope,  and  Silver  Buffalo 
awards. 

While  busily  involved  in  business  and  community  life.  Elder  Stapley 
has  had  wide  experience  in  church  leadership.  He  was  stake  superintendent 
of  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association,  working  in  the  youth  activity 
programme  of  the  Church,  in  the  Phoenix-Mesa  area  for  seventeen  years. 

He  served  12  years  on  the  high  council  of  the  Maricopa  Stake,  first 
counselor  in  the  Phoenix  Stake  Presidency  for  10  years,  and  for  three 
years   as   its   stake   president.    He  was   Arizona    Region   Chairman   for  the

He  is  at  present 
an  Advisor  to  the  General  Boards  of  the  MIA. 

The  day  Elder  Stapley  was  sustained  as  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
the  Twelve,  and  in  his  address  to  those  at  General  Conference,  he  paid 
tribute  to  his  wife  by  saying:  "I  deeply  appreciate  my  good  wife  for  the 
position  she  took,  and  I  know  that  in  this  work  if  it  were  not  for  the  good 
wives,  the  men  could  not  succeed  in  such  high  callings.  I  have  learned  to 
rely  completely  upon  these  Presiding  Brethren,  and  I  know  when  I  sustain 
them,  as  being  accepted  of  the  Lord,  I  too  am  accepted  of  the  Lord  and  our 
Heavenly  Father."
